I have  much  pleasxire  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ending  blst  December,  I96C  as  made  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  in  accordance  vith  his  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in  June  I96G 
•^^ras  32? 010  shov/ing  an  increase  of  110  from  the  previous  year  I967.  The 
number  of  births  vas  2 more  than  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasm  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  show  a 
pleasing  decrease  from  23  in  I966,  and  25  in  196?  to  18  in  I96B.  Deaths 
due  to  all  forms  of  malignant  neoplasm  other  than  of  lung  and  bronchus 
decreased  from  a total  of  73  in  I967  to  43  in  I968, 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  for  1968  is  27?  the 
highest  figure  since  I96O, 

It  is  regretted  that  deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease  present 
the  highest  figure  during  the  past  11  years  viz;  122,  and  the  high  figure 
of  7 deaths  from  suicides  and  self-inflicted  injviries  gives  cause  for 
thought. 


It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  only  3 new  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  I968,  The  incidence  of  dysentery  shows 
the  lowest  figure  during  the  past  5 years, 

I should  like  to  thanlc  fir,  V/ilson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report,

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Explanatory  Note  on  Vital  Statistics 


Ad.justed  Birth  and  Death  Rates 

The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the  multiplication 
of  a district's  ’’crude"  rates  by  a comparability  factor  calculated  and 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  ov/ing  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
populations.  Crude  rates  do  not  show  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
fail  as  comparative  indices. 

e.g.  District  "A"  has  a high  proportion  of  aged, 
ill  or  infirm  residents  who  will  obviously 
lower  the  birth  and  raise  the  death  rate 
figures.  Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for 
these  factors  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  that  district  will  be  misleading,  compared 
with  District  "B"  which  may  have  only  a minority 
of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  can  be  taiten  as  a truer  comparison  against  the 
adjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales.

I have  pleas’ore  in  submittinr;  my  report  on  the  environmental  health 
and  public  cleansing  services* 

1960  was  again  a busy  year  for  the  department.  The  sudden  death 
of  Mr,  3,  C,  Booth,  Senior  Technical  Assistant  saddened  the  whole  of  the 
department.  He  was  a loyal  and  efficient  officer  who  served  this 
department  well  and  was  popular  with  all  the  members  of  the  staff. 

Otherwise  there  were  no  major  staff  changes,  this  is  important,  although 
often  seemingly  forgotten,  in  the  efficient  and  smooth  running  of  a 
department, 

Denton  Ho, 12  Smohe  Control  Area  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July 
and  IIo,lG  Area  ■'./as  submitted  to,  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister  in  October, 
Apart  from  properties  on  the  proposed  line  of  the  Denton  Belief  Eoad,  this 
means  that  Denton’s  Smohe  Control  programme  v/ill  be  completed  by  the 
1st  August,  1969, 

The  ifinister  has  refused  to  approve  additional  grants  for  the  early 
areas  (Denton  has  6)  which  were  converted  to  burn  gas  coke.  Increases  in 
the  prices  of  gas  coke  and  Fhinax  were  e,llowed,  apparently  to  bring  them 
more  into  line  -^.dth  the  prices  of  premirm  solid  fuels.  The  supplies  of 
solid  smokeless  fuels  gave  cause  for  concern  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year. 

Frantically  the  whole  of  Denton  was  converted  to  llorth  Sea  gas  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  Ikmierous  complaints  were  received  of  unsatisfactory 
conversions. 

The  St,  Inne'c  Bead  Depot  end  Tip,  opened  in  1962,  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily.  The  \/eekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  v/as 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  often  in  appalling  weather  conditions.  The 
weight  of  domestic  refuse  collected  continued  to  increase  and  together  with 
trade  refuse  is  now  well  in  excess  of  10,000  tons  a year,  cu,ft,  plastic 
dustbins  were  adopted  as  standard  during  the  yeer  instead  of  the  2|-  cu,£t, 
galvanised  bins,  to  give  the  increased  storage  capacity  required.  These 
larger  bins  may  v/ell  prove  to  be  inadequate  for  the  average  household  unless 
clean  T.mstQ  paper  is  kept  separate. 
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cont : 


The  publicity  given  to  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  has  again  had  a marked 
effect  on  the  vork  of  the  Department  and  more  tlian  1,500  requests  to  remove 
extra  rubbish,  household  furniture,  etc,  were  dealt  with  dtiring  the  year  - 
4 out  of  5 free  of  charge.  The  number  of  free  removals  of  excess  rubbish 
has  increased  from  520  to  1201  in  two  years.  The  most  disappointing  feature 
is  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  the  great  efforts  of  the  department,  the 
dumping  of  rubbish  continues  on  every  available  piece  of  open  land.  It  is 
just  not  physically  possible  for  the  department  to  deal  promptly  T/ith 
complaints  of  this  nature.  Could  not  some  of  these  sites  be  grassed  down 
and  planted  with  trees?  This  might  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  number 
of  sites  to  manageable  proportions,  and  Denton  is  short  of  trees  and  greenery, 

74  scrap  and  derelict  vehicles  have  been  dealt  \rith  during  the  year, 
arrangements  for  removal  and  disposal  of  these  vehicles  have  worZred  very 
smoothly. 

The  salvage  results  are  the  only  disappointing  feature  of  an 
exceptionally  busy  year. 

Demands  on  the  vehicle  maintexiance  workshop  have  continued  to  increase, 
regular  collections  of  household  refuse  would  be  impossible  without  it.  Many 
of  the  repairs  carried  out  are  of  a minor  nature  but  would  put  vehicles  off 
the  road.  Four  of  the  Council’s  vehicles  will  be  subject  to  the  searching 
Ministry  of  Transport  examination  during  1569, 

The  Council’s  Weathorill  shovel  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire 
dviring  August,  and  was  not  replaced  until  December. 

The  houses  in  the  Joseph  Street  Clearance  ilrea  were  demolished  during 
the  year,  Tliree  Clearance  liTees  in  High  Street  were  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  after  a Fublic  Fncuiry,  The  clearance  of  houses  in  Denton  is  now 
no  longer  a serious  problem,  but  there  are  still  very  many  houses  which  could 
be  improved  i/ith  the  aid  of  grants. 

In  conclusion  I would  e:cpres3  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their  help 
end  support.  Once  again  I must  express  my  warm  and  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  loyalty  and  conscientious  hard  work  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,

WATER  SUPPLY: 

There  is  a constant  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
reservoirs,  26  partially  blocked  common  service  pipes  were  satisfactorily 
cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored, 

DRAINAGE  AMD  SSVfERAGE; 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate  system. 

The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and,  after 
separation  of  the  storm  water  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately 
to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers. 
The  process  of  treatment  at  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  consists 
of  primary  clarification  of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by 
sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation,  followed  by  treatment  on 
percolating  filters  in  T^diich  the  clarified  tank  effluent  is  rendered  non- 
putrescible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  vdiich  is 
screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into 
digestion  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being  ultimately  dried  on  adjoining 
drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  an  alternative  to  farmyard 
manure  and  fertilisers.  Work  on  the  replacement  of  an  old  main  sewer  has 
now  been  completed,

A regular  weehly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  vas 
maintained  hy  means  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  -vdth 
salvage  trailers.  The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 


T./o  further  -waggons  \reve  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage,  trade  ^raste  a:id  special  collections  of  household  refuse  such  as 
bedding,  old  furniture  etc,  and  a 10  c-^rt,  van  for  general  purposes. 

The  Council’s  policy  to  collect  odd  items  of  household  furnit’ore  free 
of  charge  appears  to  be  coming  mere  widely  hno-i-ni  and  would  seem  to  be  having 
some  effect  on  the  indiscriminate  dxjmping  of  such  articles:  although  there 
is  still  much  to  he  done  before  this  senseless  practice  is  stamped  out.  At 
times  the  number  of  requests  for  this  service  caused  some  difficulty  to  the 
department,  as  ideally  these  should  be  dealt  with  promptly,  but  there  is  no 
establishment  for  this  service  and  the  demand  fluctuates  remarhably.  The 
follo-i/ing  fi.gures  sho-v/  the  number  of  chargeable  and  non-chargeable  private 
v/orhc  carried  out:
